Matanzas, Cuba, August 8, 1899. 
Sir : I have the honor to make the following report of my tour of 
inspection along the north coast of the provinces of Matanzas and 
Santa Clara, with the object of taking the necessary measures to pro- 
tect it as far as possible against the introduction of quarantinable dis- 
eases: There are 4 ports of importance on the above-mentioned 
coast — Matanzas, Cardenas, Isabela de Sagua, and Caibarien. Quar- 
antine stations had been established at Matanzas and Cardenas, but
